We have just 
been told, by a non-medical per­ 
son, that sugar reacts with orange 
juice to form an acid. Is this so?” 
Answer—It is not true. Sugar 
has no chemical effect on orange 
juice whatever. Natural orange 
juice contains a few mild vege­ 
table acids, but these are immedi­ 
ately converted in the stomach 
and do not cause any harm. The 
sugar simply adds to the nutritive 
value of the orange juice.

tician. His father was a member 
of the Texas Legislature for many 
years and Lyndon plunged up to 
his neck in politics while still in 
college, 
putting on a 
whirlwind 
campaign for a State Senate candi­ 
date. 
But Johnson didn’t come up the 
easy way. He worked for his tui- J 
lion through San Marcos Teachers 
College as a day laborer on high­ 
way projects, later taught pubic 
speaking in Houston schools. 
There 
he caught 
the eye 
of 
Representative Dick Kleberg, one 
! of the owners of the famed King 
I ranch, largest in the world, who 
brought him to W ashington as his 
secretary in 1932. Several years 
later, 
when the N ational 
Youth 
Administration was created. John­ 
son, who had attracted the atten­ 
tion of leading New Dealers, was 
appointed NY A Director for Texas. 
He held this job until 1937, when 
the veteran Representative James 
Buchanan died and Johnson enter­ 
ed the lists with eight others for 
the seat. He won hands down in the 
first run-off.
